REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Iam glad to give the people of our town as fulla 
statement as possible of the condition of our schools for 
the last year. 

In three schools it was best to retain the same teach- 
ers the entire school year; that being at the Centre, 
Derry Hill, and County schools. 

At the Grout Hill school Miss Fannie Dexter com- 
pleted a year’s service at the close of the spring term. 

Miss Gertrude Russell, of Marlowe, completing the 
school year in this district in a satisfactory manner. 

This district has been the leading one in town in its 
perfect attendance, although this year has shown a 
slight decrease in its average. 

The Tracy district has, for several years, been quite 
a difficulty for the school board, the school decreasing in 
a few months from sixteen scholars to three or four, this 
being caused in part by families moving away and others 
losinginterest. Insuch cases as this the truant officer has 
endeavored to compel the attendance ofthechildren. In 
several instances the attendance was increased and, we 
believe, the children were helped to make more useful - 
men and women. , 

Miss Mabel Osgood, at the Derry Hill school, and 
Miss D. Edith Lufkin, at the County division, taught 
three successful terms. 

The South Acworth school has had, in the three 
terms, three teachers, Miss Pauline Williams in the 
spring term, Miss Grace Colby for the fall term, and 
Miss Izetta L. Allingham for the five weeks of the win- 
ter term. Notas good work was accomplished by this 
school as we wish might have been done. But during 
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the winter term more interest was shown and better 
work was done by the school than in the former terms. 

Miss Gratia Webster was the successful teacher at 
the Centre, where a high degree of interest was main- 
tained during the year. Last September one pupil from 
this school entered the Stevens High school at Clare- 
mont. We are sorry to lose such teachers as Miss Web- 
ster from our town; but we are glad, as some g60 away 
to make homes, others come to us to keep our numbers 
good. ; 

James and Richard Jeffrey, who were transported 
from the “Black North’’ district to the Centre school 
during the summer term, were taught by Mrs. Daniel 
Foss at her home in their district during the fall and 
early winter. 

An exchange in geography and grammar introduced 
new books in these studies and presented these lessons in 
anew way, which has greatly increased the interest in 
these studies. There is need of new spelling books. 
The reading books are in very good repair, but have 
been in use many years, but as they are a standard work 
might be used for some time yet to good advantage. 

Many repairs have been made upon the school 
houses, which were made none too soon. The following 
School-houses have been reshingled—Hyde district, 
Derry hill, County, and one side of Grout hill school- 
house. Six new windows were put into the Grout hill 
school-house, to replace the old ones.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 

It is safe to say that the library still contributes a 
proportionate share of the public interest. 211 visitors 
have registered during the year, and 1538 names appear 
on the register since the beginning of a record of visit- 
ors, in August, 1895. 

3262 books and magazines have been loaned since 
your last report, making the average nearly 63 each 
week. 

10 monthly and 4 weekly publications continue to 
command attention among library readers. 30 new 
books have been added since February, 1904, making 
the present number of labelled books 2378. 

In August last our musical friends gave a concert, 
which added fifty dollars to the annual receipts and 
enabled the trustees to renew their order for papers and 
magazines, and also purchase new books. 

It is hoped the town will decide to increase the 
appropriation this year, and not depend so largely upon 
concerts for a supply of reading matter for the people. 

Thanking all who so kindly assisted during the week 
of the concert, and grateful for continued courtesy 
received, I herewith submit my twelfth annual report.
